The magnificent hoax was pulled off by some soldiers to 
demonstrate that the wholesale awarding of medals hass 
cheapened their value to the point where a true hero is 
reluctant to accept one. Military brass hats exchange medals 
like peanuts, competing to see which can wear the most 
ribbons on his manly chest. The generals also like to see their 
rugged faces reflected in the medals hanging on their troops. 
Evervone knows the dumb enlisted man couldn’t earn an 
award without the inspiring leadership uf General Chicken 
who phones brave orders to the front from his penthouse 
foxhole. 

I remember how it was in 1945... 

After over two years in the army, } ended up at Camp Folk, 
La., still a buck private. I was made an assistant to a colonel 
who was also a chaplain, in that order. My main job was to 
drive him once s week (uv the other side of camp where he gave 
patriotic-Christian sermons to the Negro soldiers who were not 
allowed in the camp’s main church unless they were carrying 


brooms. ‘ 


“T can’t have any buck private working for me,” the colonel 
said. Overnight I became a corporal, Three months Jater f was 
a sergeant. 

One day it was announced there would soon be a big parade 
and ceremony at which a visiting genera! would pin medals on 
deserving enlisted men. 

“Write yourself up for a Legion of Merit,” the colonel 
ordered. 

That was the highest award given for outstanding service 
performed under non-combat conditions. 

“Can I get that for changing my typewriter ribbon failnfully 
every week whether it needs it or not?” I asked him. 

“You can think of something better than that,” the coionei 
grumped, “I've never had an assistant who didn’t win a medal 
and I don’t want to start now.” ae 

Right nere, because ihere aie stilt people around whe 
remember, I’d better admit I was a lousy chaplain’s assistant. 
The awful truth is that my nickname around camp was The 
Drunken Padre. When the chaplain thought I was out posting 
church notices, | was actually drinking beer in the sergeants’ 
club or shooting pool in the day room. My being assistant to a 
chaplain was generally regarded as similar to Al Capone being 
secretary of the treasury. 


I really didn’t care much about getting a medal. All I 
wanted was a discharge which was due in a few months. So J 
put pickled tongue in cheek and wrote how | had must 
distinguished myseif at Camp Polk. thus earning the Legion of 
Merit. 

That winter it had been ordered that every jeep in camp 
switched to winter tires. They meant switch tires, not wheels. 
You had to get a crowbar, or whatever, and pry four tires off 


the rims, then pry four others on. That was work to which I 
was unaccustomed. 


There were something like 1,500 jeeps in camp. By 
Christmas, 1,499 had switched tires. My jeep was the lone 
exception. The chaplain never noticed because he always 
looked up, straining to see how many officers in heaven 
out-ranked him.

This shirking was not accomplished easily. | had to drive 


the other way whenever an MP vehicle came into sight. { had 
to park behind trees. Most of all, | had to procrastinate 
skillfully whenever the motor pool captain wanted to know 
when | was going to change those ‘c$'-& + tires. 1 usually told 
him !’d do it tomorrow but today I had to drive the chaplain 
to chapel. 

“Pd change them now but I don’t want Co interfere with 
every soldier's right to worship as he sees fit” would explain. 
Captains never argued with generals or God. The tires were 
never switched. 

Unfortunately, the colone! didn’t agree that this devotion to 
dereliction was worth the Legion of Merit. He dropped my 
write-up inio his sinner file and never mentioned the subject 
again. 

And | hadn't thought about ihe colonel far 
read about those two dogs getting Bronze Star medals. If they 
had been his dogs, it wouldn’t have been.a hoax.

In federal court in Detroit, three White Panthers 
face trial on a charge of conspiring to bomb the 
Ann Arbor office of the CIA back in 1968. 

Defense attorneys were attempting to include 
18-year-olds on the jury, apparently believing their 
clients would get a more sympathetic hearing from 
a younger jury, 

Among the witnesses cited in the newspaper 
article »ppearing to argue in favor of rejuvenating 
the srospective jury panel was une Allen Ginsburg 
of New York, identified as a poet. 

Ginsberg was quoted as saying that “no man 
alive under the age cf 30 can expect a neareful 
world to live in beyond the year 2000.” 

Well, so far, so good. Hardly a man who has 
lived in America in the last 200 years has been able 
to expect a peaceful world all during his lifetime. 
War somewhere in the world is almost part of 
existence.

To Purchase 
Mobile Homes 


For the first time in the his- 
tory of GI Buiis, veterans may 
now purchase mobile homes with 
a VA loan guaranty. Beginning 
December 22 at Veterans Ad- 
ministration will make a home 
loan guarantee the same as for 
conventional housing. 

:Robert M. FitzGerald, Director 
of the Michigan Regional (ttice 
of the VA in Detroit, said the | 
new law wae cisnad hy the Prec. 
ident on October 23 effective on 
December 22. Under three GI 
Bills providing benefits for vet- 
erans which date back to World 
War IL, no such provisions were 
availahla 

The Veterans Housing Act of 
1970 allows }oans on mobile 
homes and conduminiums for 
the first time, and also allows 
GI loans to be used for refinanc- 
ing homes already owned by 
veterans. 

FitzGerald also pointed out 
that veterans from World War 
II and the Korean Conflict who 


jrights restored. 

The new law makes provisions 
for the restoration of a veter- 
an’s VA guaranty once a mobile 
home is paid off. This makes it 
possible for a veteran to purch- 
ase a mobile home and then still 
be eligible for benefits for a 
conventional home in the future 
should he desire. The jaw also 
provides that loans for mobile 


lots on which to locate the home. 
The new law establishes a spe- 
cial home loan guaranty or a 
direct Joan henefit to those vet-
